brochure was circujated, 
one could buy an allotment 
of land in Altona for £35 
on . sepa. of rat and 
monthly pdynre % of sfen 
shillings.

In its brachure, the com-

place offered more scope

Qne factor which may 
have helped to inspire the 
sudden promotion of Altona 


as a bathing resort in 1913 * 


was the advent of ‘‘conti- 


nental bathing.:’ Bathers 
were actually daring io 
wear bathing costumes 


which were less than ‘neck 
to knee’’ garments. 
Describing the ‘'remark- 
able spread in continental 
bathing’? one Melbourne 
Heraid journalist com- 
mented: ‘‘Perhaps one of 
the most striking manifesta- 
tions of the modern tenden- 
cy to dissipate, the early 
Victorian prudery which for 


‘se long took hold of the 


English-speaking world." 

He said that compared 
with all the leading centres 
of the British Empire and 
the United States of 
America, Melbourne was 
far behind -the times. The 
announcement, therefore, 
that a Sydney company was 
making big scale pre- 
parations to provide al} 
modern facilities at Altona 
Bay, became a matter of in- 
terest. 2 

The journalist, who. had 
just returned from an over- 
seas trip, gave personal ex- 
perience of so - called 
seaside resorts around New 
York that could not be 
compared to Altona. One of 
these, he stated: ‘‘Was 70 
miles from New York and 
yet it ‘attracted large 
crowds from that city all 
through the summer {Altona 
was only seven - and - a. 
half miles from the GPQ).”’ 

The journalist went on to 
say: “The fact that at Al- 
tona there are over twa
